Part-time 
sheriffs’ 
hours cut 

O Move does not affect Halifax, Dartmouth, Sydney or 
Bridgewater positions O Justice department says there’s 
no increased risk to public safety, but critics disagree

Nova Scotia’s Justice Department is 
reducing the number of hours for casual 
and part-time sheriffs. 

Twenty-three of the 190 sheriffs work¬ 
ing in the province’s courts will be affect¬ 
ed by the reduction, according to 
department spokeswoman Jennifer 
Gavin. 

“That’s reduced guaranteed hours,” 
said Gavin. “(Part-time) sheriffs will have 
the opportunity for relief assignments.” 

Gavin cited a 2007 agreement with the 
sheriffs union that converted some casu¬ 
al positions to permanent status, in 
order to allow part-time workers to enjoy 
the status of permanent ones. 

Gavin was adamant, however, that the 
reduction would “absolutely not” put the 
public at risk. “Our staffing levels will re¬ 
main in a place that is safe and secure for 
all Nova Scotians,” said Gavin. “There’s 
no safety risks whatsoever.”

was made in South Los 
Angeles. 

Neighbours described 
the man who lives there 
as friendly and quiet. 
They said he was often 
seen working on cars in 
his front yard and would 
sometimes stop to chat 
with passersby. 

“He’s a veiy good guy. 

I don’t believe it,” said 
Andre Wynn, an area 
resident. 

The case 
has dogged 
police even 
though they 
had the 
killer’s DNA, a 
description 
from a 
survivor and 
offered a 
$500,000 
reward. 

The victims were shot 
or strangled, or both, 
usually after some kind 
of sexual contact. 

Ten victims were 
women and several were 
prostitutes. 

All the bodies were 
found outdoors, often in 
alleys.

Jailed media baron Conrad 
Black has come out swing¬ 
ing in his fight to save his 
reputation. 

This week he launched 
a double whammy: 

A formal request to be 
released on bail. 

And a new legal chal¬ 
lenge to fight his convic¬ 
tions for fraud and 
obstruction of justice. 

But some observers say 
they doubt Black’s plea, 
launched in a Chicago 
court, will be successful. 

“There’s a chance he 
could have some time 
shaved off his sentence, 
but I don’t think it’s going 
to be the remainder of his 
sentence shaved off,” said 
Toronto lawyer James Mor¬ 
ton.

Researcher Igor Sutya- 
gin signed a confession 
even while continuing to 
assert his innocence, his 
brother said. 

The brother described 
the event as one in a series 
laying the groundwork for 
Russia to release him and 
others in exchange for 
members of an alleged spy 
ring broken in the United 
States. 

In the U.S., Anna Chap¬ 
man, 28, was denied bail. 

U.S. citizen Vicky Pelaez 
was granted $250,000 bail 
with electronic monitor¬ 
ing and home detention. 


But the government is ap¬ 
pealing the decision.

And these other 
bands are, these days, a lot 
better than Wolf Parade. 
But Wolf Parade, which al¬ 
so features Arlen Thomp¬ 
son on drums and former 
Hot Hot Heat member 
Dante DeCaro on guitar, is 
still pretty damn good. 

The band’s latest disc 
was made quickly, in 
about four months, which 
might be one reason why 
this is the groups most or¬ 
ganic effort. The Arcade- 
Fire-meets-Springsteen 
tune Palm Road sounds 
more relaxed than any¬ 
thing that’s come before it 



— the guys sounds free 
from the pressures that 
followed them after releas¬ 
ing their debut. And, be¬ 
cause their other acts are 
successful they can do 
whatever they want here. 

While Expo 86 all 
sounds very Wolf Parade 

— the bouncy, frenetic 
tunes with layers of instru¬ 
mentation are still in tact 

— there is a difference be¬ 


tween Boeclcner and 
Krug’s songs, more so than 
ever. The latter songwriter 
is more straight ahead 
rock; the former is more 
adventurous. It makes for 
a sometimes-choppy disc, 
but also provides a lot of 
variety. Overall it’s a good 
listen, one most Wolf Pa¬ 
rade fans will enjoy.

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Future uncertain 
for Lohan’s career 


O Embattled star’s new movies, 
fashion line placed in doubt after 
prison, rehab sentences 


Lindsay Lohan’s future in¬ 
cludes a new fashion line, 
two new movies, some 
time in jail and another 
stint in rehab. 

The actress was sen¬ 
tenced yesterday to 90 
days in jail and 90 days in a 
residential substance- 
abuse program for violat¬ 
ing her probation 
stemming from two sepa¬ 
rate 2007 cases of driving 
under the influence of co¬ 
caine and alcohol. She is to 
surrender and begin her 
jail sentence July 20. Re¬ 
hab will follow. 

The punishment, levied 
by Superior Court Judge 
Marsha Revel, will keep Lo- 
han from promoting Ma¬ 
chete, the Robert 
Rodriguez action film due 
in theatres in September. 
Fox, which is releasing the 
film, had no comment yes¬ 
terday. 

Lohan’s sentence may 
also prevent her from fur¬ 


ther promoting her new 
fashion line, 6126. The 
first items from the 280- 
piece collection are ship¬ 
ping out to department 
stores nationwide this 
month. Lohan was instru¬ 
mental in the line’s design 
and marketing plans and 
is featured in its promo¬ 
tional materials. Her busi¬ 
ness partner, Kristi Kaylor, 
did not immediately re¬ 
spond to phone and email 
messages seeking com¬ 
ment. 

Judge Revel chastised 
Lohan for missing a court 
hearing in May while at¬ 
tending the Cannes Film 
Festival and repeatedly 
skipping out on court- 
mandated alcohol educa¬ 
tion classes. She said 
Lohan lied about using 
drugs and tried to blame 
others for the two driving 
offences when the original 
charges were filed.

Carles Puyol soared high to 
head in the goal that sent 
Spain into the World Cup fi¬ 
nal for the first time with a 
1-0 win over Germany yes¬ 
terday. 

In a rematch of the 2008 
European Championship fi¬ 
nal that Spain won by the 
same score, Puyol leaped in 
the centre of the area in the 
73rd minute to score from 
Xavi Hernandez’s comer 
kick, finally giving Spain 
the lead after having domi¬ 
nated from the opening 
whistle. 

“The group deserves this 
but we want more,” said 
Spain striker David Villa, 
who is tied with Nether¬ 
lands playmalcer Wesley 
Sneijder for the tourna¬ 
ment scoring lead with five 
goals each. 

“We are happy to be in 
the final, that was our ob¬ 
jective, but now we want to 
be champions.” 

Spain’s best previous 
World Cup finish was 


fourth in 1950, when the fi¬ 
nal round consisted of a 
four-team group. 

In Sunday’s final at Soc¬ 
cer City, Spain will meet the 
Netherlands, which has al¬ 
so never won soccer’s 
biggest trophy. 

Spain controlled 

throughout with its preci¬ 
sion passing game, playing 
just the way it hoped to, but 
had trouble finishing until 
Puyol’s late strike. 

At the final whistle, Puy¬ 
ol raised his arms in tri¬ 
umph as goalkeeper Ilcer 
Casillas jumped on the cen¬ 
tre back’s shoulders. 

For much of the game, 
three-time champion Ger¬ 
many merely sat back and 
waited patiently to snuff 
out Spain’s attack, hoping 
to launch a counter-attack 
that rarely took off. 

It was a sharp change 
from Germany’s last two 
outings, when it scored 
four goals each in impres¬ 
sive victories over England 
and Argentina. Germany 
sorely missed suspended 
winger Thomas Mueller, 
who had scored four goals 
so far and was often able to 
outsprint opponents. 

“In the last two or three 
years they have been one of 
the best and most united 
teams,” Germany coach 
Joachim Loew said of Spain. 
“They circulate the ball well 
and we couldn’t play the 
way we like to play.”
